One of Many Relics of Bygone Days— 
In Disuse Since 1858. 
For the paltry sum of $25 the old 
tollhouse, one of the many relics of 
I.>gone days iii the city of Cambridge, 
which, during its existence has held 
I robably many thousands of dollars, 
has been sold, says the Boston Tran­ 
script. The house stood for more than 
a century at the Cambridge end of the 
West Boston bridge, but during the 
last few years had been so badly in 
need of repairs that it was more of an 
eyesore than a thing to be admired as 
having been handed down by our fore­ 
fathers. 
The house had been in disuse since 
I$58, and from the appearance of it at 
the time of its demolition one might 
readily believe that no repairs had 
been made upon it since that time. Ii 
is probable that, so great was the re­ 
joicing when the west Boston bridge 
was made a “free" bridge, there was 
no place in the hearts of Cambridge 
citizens for sentiment, and none arose 
in tho hearts of their descendants to 
prompt them to preserve the old land­ 
mark. 
The toll house was first used 
when the West Boston bridge, known 


a s the “great bridge,” was completed 
in 179J.

\YuVuvm I). C.ebhard, a Schoharie 
county Now Yorker, holding a i*-si 
tion In tho United States sub-treas­ 
ury. owns a gold coin which conies 
very near having a history. 
It is a 
Portuguese doubloon of about 
the 
value of $17. and is dated 1729. 
On 
one side it is inscribed “tonnes V., D. 
G. Port, et Alg. Rex.” around a wom­ 
an’s head, and on the other is the 
coat of arms of Portugal. 
Its mint­ 
age mark Is R., wherever that is. 
Its 
milling, or booking, instead of being 
of the modern design, is composed of 
a wreath, or chain, about the edge 
of the coin. 
It is, so far as the wear 
and tear of circulation are concerned, 
as new as it was in the year of its 
birth, for in that year it came, into 
the hands of John Gebhard, burgo­ 
master of Frankfort-on the-Main, and 
for ITB years, six generations, it has 
remained in th*1 family.

that it 
should not be parted with except for 
bread.

KNOTS USEFUL TO MECHANICS 


The art of the acilorman is useful 
to tho mechanic in jo far as it relate*

to knots. 
A. D. Williams, Jr., in the 
American Machinist, gives some point­ 
ers on knots that will be appreciated 
by riggers and men who have to do 
with scaffolding. 
Mr. Williams states 
that in supporting a swinging scaffold 
it is often advantageous to use light 
m aterial 
while at 
the 
same 
time 
strength is required. 
H e shows a 


as shown la the sketch. 
Figure 2 
shows an arrangem ent for shortening 
a piece of rope without cutting it. 
This is a sheep’s shank. 
The rope i» 
brought back on itself, making twv 
or more bights, and a half hitch i» 
taken around each bight. 
This knot 
will not slip and will nearly fall apart 
of its own accord if the strain is re­ 
leased. To prevent this a piece of wood

knot that may be used to swing a 
plank to the greatest advantage by 
securing its strongest position to hold 
tho weight.. Figure I shows this knot 
in place. 
As Mr. Williams describes 
it the knot is very simple.

hitch is made around the end of the 
plank; th* n one of the parts is twisted 
around the plank until tin* ends lead

should be placed in each end at tho 
loops marked A and the rope should 
be pulled tight on them. 
The handi* 
est knot to hitch an auxiliary tackle 
on a fall Is illustrated in Figure 3. Tho 
steps necessary to make it are there 
clearly shown. 
This knot the writer 
claims has all the good points of the 
simple bowline and is really a “bow­ 
line in a bight.” 
Mr. Williams shows 
the right way to rrg a tackle to pull a 
weight in Fig. 4.

What Becomes of Lost Vessels? 
An interesting Question as to what 
becomes of ships that for one reason 
or another disappear from view and 
itglstry lists is answered by Lloyd's 
Register, which gives annually the re­ 
turn of shipping lost or condemned. 
In the past year the waste of shipping 
amounted to SOT vessels of 738,145
